Marina plan 
provides basics

| BOYNE CITY - It seems there is 
a general consensus that Boyne 
City’s municipal marina and the 
boat launch need improvements and 
expansion. But, the challenge is to 
first determine how much improve- 
ment and expansion should be un- 
dertaken. 

Major developments in the 
Boyne area factor into the city ma- 
rina decision. Sommerset Pointe is 
a $52 million proposed 84-unit con- 
| dominium project with plans for 
132 boat slips. The Eveline Town- 
ship development is proposed at the 
former Wolverine Power Supply 
Cooperative Plant in Advance on 
1,900 feet of Lake Charlevoix front- 


age. Fred Taylor of Rome, Georgia 
is the developer. 

Devlon Properties, Inc. is devel- 
oping the Boyne Beach Club and 
Marina in the city across from 
Glen’s Market. The development 
has zoning permits to build a hotel 
with condominiums. This project 
calls for approximately 111 boat 
slips. 

Advance Marine, formerly Bay 
Marina, proposes 26 additional boat 
slips. 

In addition, One Water Street 
may seek to add boat slips, City 
Manager Michael Cain said re- 
cently at City Hall. 

Some people wonder if the city

Hansen said that the

the culinary gentlemen. 

The kids would pile on the bed in the Grimm’s upstairs 
“Rose Room,” and Grandpa would lie down with them 
and tell them stories; he made him rub his head (Jeff Bun- 
ker said he was making them arrange his six or seven 


_ hairs) and he would pay them a quarter to do it. He found 


excuses to give change to his grandchildren - if they 
washed his car, or if they could name a certain animal. 

“He taught me how to ride a bike,” said Caroline 
(Grimm) Hands, Bill’s oldest grandchild. “And he took 
me out driving before I had a license.” 

For granddaughter Allison Grimm, the oldest daughter 
of David and Julia, it wasn’t all fun and games, and her 
cousins agreed. 

“He was always telling me to be economical,” she said. 
“He wants me to go to community college so I don’t go in 
debt.” He would take his grandchildren for walks individu- 
ally, too, and tell them they had responsibilities - to be care- 
ful of their siblings, to be economical, and to be cautious in 
their dealings with members of the opposite sex. 

It wasn’t just his own grandchildren that loved and were 
loved by Bill Grimm. When his cousin, Mary Ellen 
Nennig, needed a babysitter, Bill was called on. And he 
was so popular a babysitter that on the day he was due to 
arrive, every kid in the neighborhood got off the bus at 
Mary Ellen’s house to play with Bill. 

A young Teddy Polleys of Boyne City would knock on 


the Grimm's door, and ask Jean if “Mr. Brimm’” could 
come out and play. 

He was as playful as a young father with his own chil- 
dren, who recalled a day that he dressed up for them in 
their mother’s nurse’s uniform and hose, and posed with 
all the feminine mystique he could muster, saying, “Dr. 
Kildare!” Garry, David and Mary were highly entertained 
by the performance, and all four of them eagerly antici- 
pated Jean’s response when she at last arrived home from 
her work. Seeing her husband in her only other nurse’s 
uniform, Jean was not amused. 


All these years later, the kids are sorry that Jean was . 


unhappy with the event, but they still laugh until they cry. 

And cry they do, along with a community of other 
people that knew the good humor and common sense of 
Bill Grimm. ; 

“The most common thing people have said,” said Jean, 
“is that they remember his sense of humor, his common 
sensical approach to his real concern about everyone. He 
listened, whether he agreed or not.” 

Mary agreed. “If there was a big decision, we had fam- 
ily meetings, and he really valued our input. He valued it 
- no matter what the age.” 

“His expectations were very high - and voiced,” said 
Ann. 

“And the kids respect that and try to live up to it,” Jean 
added. She said her husband was very well organized, 
and had a terrific memory for names. He had dear friends 
with whom he was still close from his childhood in Wisc. 


and his college days. 


David said, “To me he was very loving as a father, but 
not only as a father - also sharing Christ’s love. He was a 
strong man of God - he loved the Lord. His thoughtful- 
ness and generosity - all his gifts were in part due to his 
upbringing, but a big part of who he was was because of 
his personal relationship with God.” 

Jean said that he always had questions, though, and he 
wasn’t afraid to ask them. 

“He was a father to the fatherless, and one who watched 
out for widows,” his children agreed - he demonstrated 
specific, practical concerns for people’s needs. 

In addition, son-in-law Scott said that Bill was a de- 
tailed thinker, and described going to Bill with a prob- 
lem. He said Bill didn’t just throw out an opinion, but 
would ask questions to establish what you were thinking, 
and then teach and train you to evaluate the situation and 
formulate your own opinion. 

“He was quick to discipline - but very loving,” Mary 
said. “He didn’t put up with much, but he would always 
play with us. He was very well-rounded.” 

Community members - who knew Bill from his 16 years 
on the city commission, or from the airport commission, 
or his years on the Char-Em Intermediate School District 
board, or his years as a Sunday School teacher and super- 
intendent or youth leader, or through his active member- 
ship in the First Presbyterian Church, or the Lions, or the 
American Legion, or the Masons - filled the pews at the 
Presbyterian church last week to bid their friend adieu. 


They testified to his faithfulness, his common sense, his 
unwavering faith in God, his generosity, his devotion to 
his country, and his tireless efforts in behalf of the town 
and the community that he loved. 

Former city manager Randy Frykberg read a letter to 
his friend “Bucko,” which ended with one of Bill’s favor- 
ite lines as a commissioner: “Research it and let me know.” 
Frykberg said Bill was never quick to spend someone 
else’s money. 

Dave Wellman, relishing an opportunity to score one 
on Bill now that he was unable to retaliate (Bill was known 
for his patience, but he would retaliate in due time), roasted 
his departed friend. But he was serious when he said, “As 
a good contractor once said, ‘Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.’ Bucko, you done a good job, and I'll see 
you on the other side.” 

Former city commissioner Vic Ruggles remembered his 
days serving with Bill Grimm. 

“He was the one person I thever got mad at. I would 
never have an argument against something he said - he 
had the right, common sense way to look at things. He 
was a wonderful guy,” Ruggles said. “Another piece of 
the town the way you knew it is gone. The world changes.” 

It does change, but this comer of it is a little brighter 
because Bill Grimm was here. As his grandson Jeff Bun- 
ker said: 

“He brought light into a room.” 

And into a whole community, too, and his passing leaves 
a hole no one can fill. May his memory shine brightly.

' The death of winter is a complete celebration for 
me. I begin to watch for diminished snow depths. To-

Since the 
week is supposed to 
get warmer as it gets 
closer to the week- 
end, I am going to 
watch the snow and 
the crosspiece, and 
see how fast the sun 
(and promised rain) 
chases that bank into 
the waiting, unthawed ground. | anticipate rivers of 
melted snow, and black muddy islands sparkling with 
diamond drops. 

I have always loved mud season, I think. I don’t 
love mud tracked into the house and car. as is inevi- 
table this coming time of year. but | love mud season 
in spite of the extra housekeeping effort it demands. I 
tove the idea that the world begins to wake up under 
that white winter comforter. Right now frost still holds 
life captive underground, but I imagine little things 
beginning to wake, to try to stretch, to resume wait- 
ing, knowing ... 

I avoided a skunk the other night. It had met its 
maker already, and was lying in a black and white 
heap in the middle of M-66, and I was heading back 
home (driving an ambulance, so they were especially 
glad I avoided it). I lave the smell of skunks - a sure 
sign of spring, a precursor.to warmth and sunshine, 
long days and velvet nights. I always feel bad about 
how good J fee] about early spring skunk roadkill. It 
is not that I want them dead. It is just that they smell 
so hopeful! 

Forty-two degree days make me want to shed lay- 
ers, pull out sandals and capris. | saw a woman walk- 
ing along the parking lot the other evening, just after 
the sun had set on a mild day. She was dressed like 
normal in northern Michigan in early March - a jacket 
over a sweatshirt, jeans - but there were her bare feet, 
her toes clinging to Birkenstocks, ready for summer. { 
knew just how she felt. It isn’t time, it isn't time, it 
isn’t time - but suddenly my summer things are call- 
ing me. 

I changed the decorations in my living room. Took 
down all the piney, wintry things that warm it almost 
as much as the furnace, and will replace them with 
something yellow, something floral and bright. ] am 
ready to let some spring into the house. Since it isn't 
time for windows and doors to be thrown open, I will 
do it with Easter colors. 

Remember the first 42-degree day in the fall? That 
is a cold day. That is a day that you bundle up 
against, in the heaviest wool sweaters. You decide 
to make chili and johnnycake for supper, or a stew. 
All of a sudden mulled cider sounds like just the 
thing. 

It is the opposite in spring. 42-degrees makes you 
shed clothes and start thinking about grilling. You start 
to think about camping. 

But it’s only March, and it’s Michigan. Next week 
we could have a foot of new snow, and the mercury 
could have slid back into single digits. We will wake 
up some mornings and have to clean the snow off our 
cars. The snowblower is probably not ready to retire 
for the season. It is.not time to put the boots away, or 
mothball the winter coats and hats. Heavy sweaters 
will feel good many times before the earth really 
warms up to spring. 

We don’t care. We are Michiganians, and we know 
the drill. March will tantalize us, will melt the banks 
down, turning the pristine white to dirty, crusty brown. 
As the snow levels diminish, ugly things will come to 
light on our Jawns and along. the edge of the road, 
only to be covered up again by a fresh blanket of white, 
and then another.

I saw a pheasant last week. He was walking out of a 
cemetery in his bright plumage, his long tail feathers 
a train behind him. ! saw him and realized that he was 
getting ready for his own spring rites.

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Veteran of the Month 


The Veteran of the Month for March is Andrew 
Wolf Speigl. Born on Feb. 21, 1923, in Bayshore, 
Speig] left school in 1939 after completing the eighth 
grade, and enlisted in the Civilian Conservation Corps 
on April 11, 1940, where he served until 1941 at the 
673rd Company CCC, Camp Wolverine, S-54 
Clarion. 

Speigl then worked on the family farm until in- 
ducted into the Army on March 
4, 1943, and entered into active 
service on March !1, 1943, in 
Kalamazoo. Following basic 
training he attended Medical 
Corps Basic Training school, 
where he learned to assist medi- 
cal aid-men in giving emergency 
treatment to wounded, adminis- 
tering medicines and drugs, giv- 
ing blood plasma and application 
of splints. On Oct. 20 1943, 
Speigl departed the U.S. arriv- 
ing in the European Theater of 
Operations on Nov. 4, 1943, and 
was assigned to Company C, 4th 
Medical Battalion, 4th Infantry 
Division serving as a litter bearer. 

On Nov. 23, 1944, Speig] went 
forward in answer to a call for 
medical assistance for a soldier 
lying wounded in enemy held 
territory. Intense hostile artillery and small arms fire 
deterred the other members of the squad, but Speig} 
pushed on until he reached an outpost line. Here he 
was advised that previous attempts to rescue the 
wounded man had been unsuccessful because of hos- 
tile action. Fully aware of the hazards he faced, Speig] 
continued into enemy territory under enemy obser- 
vation. Harassed by small arms fire, he administered 
treatment to the casualty, then carried him more than 
500 yards to friendly lines. Speigl’s courage, forth- 
right determination and consideration for others un- 
doubtedly saved the wounded man's life and was in 
accord with the finest traditions of the medical ser- 
vice. For this gaflantry in action, in the vicinity of 
Grosshau, Germany, Speig] was awarded the Silver 
Star Medal by Brigadier General H.W. Blakeley. 

On Nov. 27, 1943, during an attack by a rifle com- 
pany upon enemy positions in a wooded area, as- 
sault elements suffered numerous casualties. Three 


seriously wounded men lay helpless in an open field. 


exposed to machine gun and mortar fire. Speig] 
crawled under the screen of fire to assist the casual- 
ties. Aided by other members of the litter squad, he 
placed two of the casualties upon a litter. Moving 
through undiminished enemy fire, he helped to carry

the litter from the open field to a position behind the lines 
from which evacuation was possible. Speig!’s courage 
and initiative manifested under hazardous circumstances 
aided in saving two lives and reflect credit upon himself 
and the military service. For his heroic achievement in 
connection with military operations against an enemy of 
the United States, in the vicinity of Grosshau, Germany, 
Speigl was awarded the Bronze Star Medal by Major Gen- 
eral H.W. Blakeley, and was pro- 
moted to Private First Class. 

On Dec. 20, 1944, in Luxem- 
bourg, during action against the en- 
emy near West Germany in the 
Battle of the Bulge, Speig! was 
wounded by a shel] burst that left 
shrapnel throughout his body that he 
would carry to his grave. He was

On Tuesday, Feb. 21, 15 
East Jordan High School 
students traveled to Lake 
Superior State University 
in Sault St. Marie to com- 
pete in the annual Engi- 
neering Day competitions, 
which have been sponsored 
by LSSU for the past sev- 
eral years. The students 
were accompanied to 
LSSU by their physics in- 
structor, Lance Bailey. 

“Engineering Day is de- 
signed to engage high 
schoo! students in problem- 
solving activities such as 
mousetrap car and Rube 
Goldberg competitions,” 
Bailey said. “And our kids 
swept the competitions for 
the second year in a row.” 

The Rube Goldberg 
Competition was originally 
started by engineering stu- 
dents at Purdue University. 
The national competition is 
based on the engineer/car- 
toonist. Rube Goldberg. 
and his work with making 
complicated modifications 
to simple machines. The 


competition required teams 
of students to develop 
projects designed to ac- 
complish a simple task, us- 
ing multiple energy. ex- 
changes. The task this year 
was to shred five separate 
pieces of paper by building 
a machine that utilized at 
least 20 energy changes. 

This year, EJHS sent two 
teams, earning a first and 
second place overall as well 
as an award for “Theme 
and History.” While the 
competition on Tuesday 
pitted high school students 
from schools in northwest 
lower Michigan and the 
eastern upper peninsula, the 
first place team will travel 
to Milwaukee on April 28 
to compete in the national 
Rube Goldberg Competi- 
tion. 

Lance Bailey was justi- 
fiably proud of his students. 

“This group of kids is 
just exceptional,” he said. 
“They worked hard. they 
worked together, they 
showed a lot of intellectual 


curiosity and capability and 
they dedicated themselves 
to a lot of time outside the 
regular school day to com- 
pete at the highest level, 
which says a lot about 
them.” 

The state champion team 
constructed a machine with 
a ski hill theme, called 
“Team Torino.” Using re- 
cycled pulleys, levers, 
gears, inclined planes, hy- 
draulic-powered fans and 
rotors, the team success- 
fully shredded six sheets of 
paper, earning top honors at 
the competition. Team

At 14 you are legally 
allowed to get a job. In 
fact most business own- 
ers enjoy having young 
people. 

“As a business owner | 
like to keep a rather di- 
verse team of workers, 
young and old.” said Julie 
Kolehmainen, a Boyne 
City business owner.

likely to get a call back 
for the truth than with 
lies. On the subject of ret- 
erences you're going to 
want to make sure that the 
people you put down are 
reputable, reliable, 
sources. Some businesses 
don’t even call these ref- 
erences but if a business 
owner sees the principal 
of your school they are 
more likely to call you 
than if you put down your 
best friends. Even though 
your friends would prob- 
ably be able to tell much 
better things about you. it 
looks rather childish to 
only put down your 
friends. 

If you do manage to get 
a call back. and they 
would like to set up an in- 
terview, ask them what 
time would be good for 
them.
